Wa-te o Gasoline. 


A bad leak in one of the largo storage 
arks of the Texas Oil Company on 
Wailc'8 wharf was discovered Sunday 
afternoon, ss the result of which nearly 
.000 gallons of high-priced gasoline 
vcre nasted and the whole ncighbur- 
ioo<l would have been in grave danger 
f any fire had come intc contact with 
ho gasoline-soaked ground. Precau- 
tionary me&surcs were taken as Et.on ns 
the trouble was discovered and the 
Overflow finally leached into the ground 
without damage. 


The leakage was discovered by neigh- 


jors who, in the absence of the loco) 
monngor, secured a driver who slopped 
the leak. At that lime tho gasoline 
stood in pools all over tho wharf and 
even ran off into the harbor. Many 
persons flocked to the scene and scooped 
up the gasoline in whatever containers 
they could lay their hands on, some of 
them securing a good supply. 


Chief Kirwin was notified of the dan- 


gerous condition and ho ordered the 
posting of a Inrge force of watchmen 
about the property to keep all matches 
and cigars away from 
the 
danger 


point. 
A single spark would have been 


a source of the gravest danger to the 
storage plants of tho Texas Company 
and also of the Standard Oil Company 
which are close by, and a fire there 
would have been a menace to a largo 
neighborhood. 


The cause of the leak is not definitely 


known. It is fail] that there had been 
a tampering with the valves on the 
tank, which may have started the flow 
of gasoline. Manager O'Connell of Ihe 
company's local plant had started from 
Newport on the preceding Saturday for 
IIL-; annual vacation.

Although 1'rcsideiit Wilson lias been 


re-elected and will serve another four 
years in the White House, yet a sludy 
of the election returns will show that 
Hughes received a largo majority of 
the electoral voles in those Slates where 
there was a real political contest. 
In 


eleven Southern Slates, which consti- 
tute the solid South, and which have 
voted the Democratic national ticket 
without fail ever since the Civil War, 
there are 12G electoral votes. 
It would 


have been iwrfectly safe ten years ago 
to make a let at the odiU of 100 to 1 
that all those SUtes would support the 
Democratic national candidate in 19lii, 
regardless of who that candidate might 
be. 


With such a situation presented, it is 


absolutely true to say thut there was 


political contest in those States. 


The total electoral vote in the country 
is 531. 
Subtracting the 12G electoral 


votes in the South, we have 405 electoral 
votes from States in which there was a 
contest between the Republican and 
Democratic parlies. In those States 
Justice 
Hughes won 255 
electoral 


votes, and Woodrow Wilson 100. 


The Republican candidate went into 


the campaign with a handicap of 23 per 
cent. 
Every Republican candidate for 


the Presidency has exactly the same 
handicap. For all practical purposes, 
we could as well abandon the national 
election in the Southern States and 
count the electoral votes for the Demo- 
cratic nominees without any other for- 
mality. Neilher the tariff nor any for- 
eign or domestic policies of the admin- 
istration, nor even the "kept us out of 
war" argument had any influence what- 
ever in the Southern States this year. 
The election in those Slates was decid- 
ed in advance of the adoption of plat- 
forms or the nomination ot candidates. 
In view of these facts, Mr. Wilson can 
hardly figure his election an unqualified 
victory. 
He received about 
three- 


eighths of the electoral votes in the 
States where there was a real political 
contest. 


Rn Iitli n Cloths n New I ng nnd 


Twelve million, nine hundred and for- 


ty-Biivcn thousand, seven hundred and 
thirteen parasites which prey on tho 
gypsy moth were released in Hassa- 
chusetis and New Hampshire last year 
by Ihe Bureau of Entomology of the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture. 
Of 


these, (j<jl,7l3 were Japanese parasites 
known as 8elie<l(ua kumnu: 
These 


were liberated in 28 towns in Massachu- 
setts and 11 in New Hampshire. 
An- 


other enemy of the gypsy moth, known 
as Armslulm bl/<iivlatiii, was culonized 
in 14 lowiu in Maine, 31 toivns in New 
Hampshire, and 71 tosvni in Massachu- 
setts. In all, 12,280 colonies of (his 
species containing 12,2&j,000 individu- 
als, were liberated to aid in the work of 
conlrolling the gipsy moth peat. These 
two parasites place their'oggs in the 
egg of the .gipsy moth, the eggs of the 
parasite hatch into larvae, or grubs, 
and these feed upon the developing cat- 
erpillar within the eggshell and kill it 
before the egg has a chance to hatch.

chosen in more than a dozen states at 
the late election. In former times the 
Senate of the United States has been 
made up of able men. That cannot be 
said of it hereafter. 


President Wilson is getting off the 


tariff fence and seems to be landing 
this time on the protection side. At a 
dinner given a short 
time since by 


Frank Munsey to Ambassador Gerard, 
Wilson's Minister to Germany, the Am- 
bassador is said to have made "an old- 
fashioned protection speech." He de- 
clared for business combinations on 
this side of the water to meet the com- 
binations or trusts of Germany when 
the European war is over. It is very 
certain that the Ambassador would not 
have dared to make a speech of that 
kind without getting the cue from his 
chief. 
This and many other incidents 


that have come to light of late make it 
very certain that the President, for the 
time being at least, is a convert to some 
kindof protection to American industry. 
We trusthe will stay converted. 


Among the political leaders up the 


,1. river there ia 
considerable adverse 


criticism at Newport's vote in the late 
election. They criticize the fact that 
the city gave GOT. Beeekrran some 
thirteen hnndred majority and at tho 
same time gave a large majority for 
the Democratic candidates for U. S. 
Senator and Representative to Con- 
gress. Such action was by no means 
peculiar to Newport, every city in the 
State did the same. Witness the vote 
in Providence. That city gave a ma- 
jority of three thousand for Beeckman, 
and a majority of over six thousand for 
Gerry. The actual figures tre Beeck- 
man 16,342, Munro 13,850, Gerry 18,- 
502, Lippitt 12,456. President Wilson 
got 15,353 votes in Providence and 
Hughes 14,991, O'Shaunessy had 9099 
votes in that city and Dison 7056, 
Mowry 5007, Stiness 4524, McDonald 
2831, Kennedy 1599. Providence is in 
all three of the Congressional districts 
and in ail of these districts in that city 
the Democratic candidates had a ma 
jority. 


Deficit Neai ly n Hundred Millions 


There arc two methods of computing 


the deficit in the United Statea Treas- 
ury, one is by ascertaining 
tho differ- 


ence between ordinary receipts and or- 
dinary disbursements. The deficit Ihus 
ascertained 
indicates the extent to 


which the administration has been de- 
linquent in the management of the or- 
dinary affairs of the government. The 
other computation strikes the differ- 
ence between the total receipts and 
total disbursements. 
The total dis- 


bursements include not only the ordi- 
nary disbursements for the mainte- 
nance of government service, but also 
expenditures on account of the public 
debt and operation of 
the Panama 


Canal. On November 10, the deficit, 
according to ordinary receipts and dis- 
bursements was $85,940,000, and ac- 
cording to total receipts and total dis- 
bursements was $97,712.000. 
The lat- 


ter deficit is really the amount the gov- 
ernment is behind in its finances for the 
present fiscal year, which, began July 
1st. 


Now the Truth. 


Information received here from the 


South shows that within the last yo ar 
120,000 colored people, chiefly laborers, 
have emigrated to Northern states. 
Late in the recent campaign the De- 
partment of Justice gave out a state- 
ment conveying the impression that 
Republican campaign managers were 
responsible for the northward drift of 
colored people and that the object was 
the control of elections in Northern 
states. 
The information now made 


public is that these men have come 
north because of the urgent demand for 
men and the high wages paid in muni- 
tions plants, in mines, in railroad work, 
and in general construction.

he will continue on the Bench four yean 
longer. Out of nine members of thi 
Court, therefore, Woodrow Wilson wil 
)robably name seven during his eigh 
years in the White House.

How long the 


northward voyage will take will depend 
entirely upon the weather. The ferry- 
boat was not designed for deep sea ser- 
vice and if bad weather should be en- 
countered she may have to lay up in 
port awaiting a favorable opportunity 
to get by the bad places along the 
coast, 


According to the annual report of the 
Chief of that bureau just published by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
the parasites previously released seem 
to be gaining a foothold and many of 
them are now found in larger numbers 
and over a wider territory than ever 
before. The Calosoma beetle, another 
insect enemy of the moth, the report 
states, is continuing its good work; al- 
though apparently tne beetles are not 
so numerous in certain localities as they 
were last year. 


In New England, in co-operation with 


State officials and other State agencies, 
considerable progress is being made in 
fighting the gipsy moth. This year in 2 
towns in New Hampshire, 2 in Vermont, 
4 in Massachusetts and 3 in Connecticut, 
the insect has apparently been exter- 
minated. Extensive ecouting to deter- 
mine its spread showed that the moth 
has been found in 15 towns where it 
was not known to exist before. 
This 


gives a net increase of only 4 infested 
towns, which, the entomologists say, is 
a much smaller number than has been 
reported in previous years. AH "of Ihe 
infestations discovered in these towns 
have been carefully treated and a large 
amount of creosoling of egg masses and 
banding and spraying of trees has been 
done in towns immediately inside tho 
border. During the year approximately 
35 tons of arsenate of lead were used 
and over 12,000 miles of roadway and 
24.000 acres of woodland have been ex- 
amined. 


QUARANTINE MEASURES. 


To prevent the spread of gipsy and 


brown-tail moths in nursery stock and 
forest products, the inspectors exam- 
ined 37,444 shipments, 664 of which 
were found to be infested. The infest- 
ed specimens were treated before their 
shipment was permitted. 


Considerable attention also was given 


to securing data on methods of thinning 
infested woodland with the idea of elim- 
inating favorite food plants of the 
gipsy moth caterpillar. 
In connection 


with this, considerable information has 
been gathered concerning 
the besl 


methods of utilizing the wood products 


rpwn in the infested area so as to 
lake more profitable markets for trees 
hich should be eliminated as pirt of 
he control work; 


BROWN-TAIL MOTH SITUATION. 


The severity of the brown-tail moth 


nfeslatton has steadily decreased,' and 
10 insect is by no means as abundant 
i it was in the previous year. The 
arious lighthouses along Ihe coast of 
onnecticut and Long Island have been 
xaraincd, but no migrating moths have 
een found. 
Fewer moths have been 


ound on trains coming from infested 
egions during the season when the 
oths are flying than in any year since 
he work has been begun. This indi- 
ates quite clearly that the nioth is not 
.preading into new territory, and the 
onditions in ihe territory known to be 
nfested showed marked improvement
